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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  Borough  of  Hartlepool. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  Borough  for  the  year  1933. 
The  Report  is  similar  to  that  of  last  year  and  follows  the  scheme 
laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

During  the  year,  two  members  of  the  Staff,  who  have  served 
this  Committee  for  a considerable  period,  found  it  necessary  to 
retire,  I refer  to  Dr.  Foster  and  Nurse  Fellows,  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  Nurse  Fellows  has  not  been  able  to  enjoy  her 
retirement  on  account  of  continued  ill  health.  I should  like  here 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  work  and  help  which  was  always 
most  willingly  given  on  behalf  of  the  children  of  Hartlepool. 

The  parents  continue  to  show  their  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  the  School  Medical  Service  by  their  eagerness  to  come  for  advice 
and  to  undertake  any  treatment  which  may  be  recommended. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  shows  a decrease 
from  that  of  last  year,  and  the  question  of  nutrition  is  again  referred 
to  in  the  report. 

I have  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their 
continued  support,  and  also  the  Members  of  the  Staff,  who  have 
carried  out  their  ever  increasing  duties  most  willingly  and 
efficiently.

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CO-ORDINATION. 


(a)  With  Other  Health  Services. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer,  while  the  School  Nurses  are 
responsible  for  the  visitation  of  all  infants  and  all  cases  notified  as 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  Thus  the  closest  co-ordination  exists 
between  all  the  services,  controlling  the  health  of  the  Borough. 

(b)  Nursery  Schools. 

The  are  no  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough. 

(c)  Care  of  Debilitated  Children  under  School  Age. 

The  supervision  of  children  from  birth  up  to  school  age  is 
achieved  by  the  close  co-ordination  of  the  Child  Welfare  and 
School  Medical  Services.  Delicate  children  under  school  age  are 
kept  under  supervision  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  and  children 
suffering  from  minor  ailments,  dental  and  ophthalmic  defects  are, 
when  necessary,  referred  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 


SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 


The  question  of  general  hygiene  of  the  schools  in  the 
Borough  has  been  dealt  with  in  previous  reports  and  there  is  little 
to  add  to  these.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  is  a gradual 
replacing  of  the  old-fashioned  desks  with  those  of  modern  design, 
which  cannot  but  be  of  advantage  to  the  children,  both  physically 
and  mentally.  No  new  construction  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


The  Medical  Inspections  in  the  schools  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  usual  groups  were  examined,  viz  : — 

Entrants  or  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  6 years. 
Intermediates  or  children  between  the  ages  of  8 and  9 years, 
Leavers  or  children  of  12  years  and  upwards.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  in  the  code  groups 
was  1202  and  of  these  226  or  i7'9%  were  referred  for  treatment,  the 
percentages  in  the  three  age  groups  being  197,  17  8 and  1 8*  1 
respectively.  This  shows  a decrease  from  last  year  when  the 
percentage  referred  for  treatment  was  207.  The  procedure  in 
notifying  the  parents  of  defects  has  been  similar  to  that  adopted  in 
previous  years,  and  it  was  found  that  the  majority  of  parents 
willingly  availed  themselves  of  any  offer  of  treatment  or  had  it 
carried  out  by  their  own  practitioner. 

(a)  Nutrition. 

During  routine  inspection  it  was  found  that  25  children 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  malnutrition  of  such  a degree 
that  treatment  was  required.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an 
investigation  was  made  as  to  the  total  number  of  children  attending 
school  who  were  suffering  from  mulnutrition  and  who  were  therefore 
unable  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  education  provided.  The 
assessment  of  malnutrition,  except  in  very  evident  cases,  is 
recognised  as  being  very  difficult,  and  the  lack  of  suitable  food  is 
only  one  of  the  many  causes  of  its  occurrence.  During  both  routine 
inspections  and  the  investigation  there  were  cases  suffering  from 
malnutrition,  as  judged  by  the  accepted  standards,  where  it  was 
found  that  there  was  no  lack  of  suitable  food.  Those 
necessitous  cases  suffering  from  malnutrition  have  been  supplied 
with  milk  daily  at  school  and  most  of  them  have  responded 
well.  Those  cases  not  showing  any  marked  improvement  have  been 
given  in  addition,  cod  liver  oil  either  as  an  emulsion  or  with  malt. 
The  result  has  usually  been  most  satisfactory.  The  consensus  of 
opinion  amongst  those  who  have  to  deal  with  these  children  is  that, 
since  they  have  received  the  milk,  the  children  have  appeared  much 
brighter  and  are  able  to  respond  quicker.  Fresh  milk  is  a most 
useful  adjunct  to  the  diet  of  growing  children  and  it  is  a pity  that 
the  consumption  of  fresh  milk  in  Hartlepool  per  head  of  population 
is  comparatively  low  Perhaps  when  the  public  appreciate  its  value 
in  this  respect  more  will  be  consumed.  This  of  course  does  not  mean 
that  milk  should  form  the  whole  part  or  even  the  greater  part  of  a 
child’s  diet.  What  was  said  in  last  year’s  report  on  the  question  of  a 
balanced  diet  still  holds  good  and  the  investigation  revealed  many 
instances  when  the  children  were  obviously  having  a most  unsuitable 
diet.  Further  education  in  this  respect  is  still  required. 
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(b)  Uncleanliness. 

At  routine  medical  inspection  61  children  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  neglect  and  uncleanliness  of  head  or  body.  This 
number  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  previous  years. 

During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  examined  5035  children 
regarding  the  cleanliness  of  their  heads  and  bodies.  In  821  cases  it 
was  found  necessary  to  notify  the  parents  as  to  the  uncleanly  state 
of  the  children.  This  also  is  an  improvement  on  previous  years. 


(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

The  number  of  children  found  to  have  enlarged  tonsils  or 
adenoids  or  both  and  requiring  treatment  was  33.  I11  almost  every 

case  operative  treatment  was  obtained  either  under  the  Authority’s 
scheme  or  privately. 

(d)  Tuberculosis. 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  suspected  and 
referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer. 

(e)  Skin  Diseases. 

Of  the  25  cases  of  skin  diseases  discovered  during  inspection, 
there  were  10  cases  of  Impetigo,  4 of  Scabies,  3 of  Ringworm  and 
6 cases  of  other  skin  disease  (non-tuberculous). 


(f)  Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

During  the  year  87  cases  of  defective  vision  and  8 cases  of 
squint  were  found  and  referred  for  treatment. 

(g)  Defective  Hearing  and  Ear  Disease. 

The  number  of  children  with  defective  hearing  was  21  and 
10  with  ear  disease.

(2)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

The  existing  arrangement  with  the  Hartlepools  Hospital  for 
the  operative  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  total  number  of 
children  who  received  operative  treatment  either  under  the  scheme 
or  by  private  arrangement  was  31.  In  addition,  6 children  received 
other  forms  of  treatment  for  nose  and  throat  defects. 

(3)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing. 

A special  agreement  was  made  during  the  year  that  cases 
requiring  special  advice  and  treatment  should  be  referred  for  such 
to  the  aural  surgeon  at  the  Hartlepools  Hospital.  The  number  of 
such  cases  arising  during  the  year  was  29  and,  of  these,  10  were 
referred  for  operative  treatment.

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(4)  Vision. 

The  work  of  the  Eye  Clinic  has  progressed  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  The  “ Conscientious  Objectors  ” to  any  form  of 
treatment  are  gradually  diminishing  but  there  still  exists  a type  of 
parent,  who,  having  sanctioned  the  necessary  examination  makes 
no  effort  to  procure  the  glasses  ordered.  That  there  are  cases 
where  even  the  payment  of  the  modified  amount  for  the  glasses 
means  a considerable  hardship  is  recognised,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  new  scale  of  charges,  recently  sanctioned  by  the  Authority, 
will  help  such  cases. 

Dr.  Hubbersty  sends  the  following  report  : — 

“ The  work  of  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily.  There  has  been  very  little  objection  on  the  part  of 
parents  to  the  use  of  Atropine  Ointment.  As  many  of  the  older 
children  as  possible  however,  are  examined  without  ointment,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  temporary  interference  with  their  school  work. 
There  have  been  two  operations  for  the  correction  of  squint 
performed  at  Hartlepools  Hospital.”

(5)  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

Mr.  Manners  the  School  Dental  Surgeon  in  his  report  says  : — 

“ The  routine  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  during  1933 
showed  us  little  worthy  of  comment,  with  the  exception  that  there 
was  a noticeably  improved  attitude  towards  conservative  treatment 
shewn  by  the  older  boys.  This  was  largely  due,  I think,  to  the 
propaganda  iustituted  by  the  Dental  Board  in  the  form  of  “ talks  ” 
by  their  representative,  who  visited  several  of  the  senior  schools. 
This  is  an  innovation  much  to  be  desired  and  encouraged,  as  there 
was  distinct  evidence  that  the  effort  bore  fruit. 

The  teaching  of  dental  prophylaxis  has,  for  too  long  a period 
played  too  minor  a part  in  any  dental  scheme.  The  real  value  of 
talks  of  this  nature  is  seen  in  true  perspective  when  we  remember 
that  a dental  surgery  or  clinic  is  merely  a repair  shop.” 
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(6)  Crippling  Defects  and  Orthopedics. 

As  in  the  past,  children  with  crippling  defects  requiring 
treatment  are  referred  to  the  Hartlepools  Hospital.  Two  new  cases 
were  referred  during  the  year  and  old  cases  have  attended  for 
treatment  and  observation. 

(7)  Ultra-Violet  Radiation. 

Cases  requiring  artificial  sunlight  are  sent  to  Hartlepools 
Hospital  under  the  special  scheme.  During  the  year  16  children 
have  received  treatment  and,  in  practically  all  cases,  marked 
improvement  was  noticed.  Nothing  of  an  untoward  nature  was 
observed,  all  cases  suffering  from  debility  and  anaemia  invariably 
showing  marked  improvement.  The  exposures  were  general,  the 
mercury  vapour  lamp  being  the  type  used,  while  the  maximum 
exposure  was  1 5 minutes. 

(8)  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  Defective  Children. 

Three  blind  children  are  receiving  institutional  treatment  at 
the  Royal  Victoria  School  for  the  Blind,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

One  totally  deaf  child  is  attending  daily  at  Stockton-on-Tees 
School  for  the  Deaf.  One  child  was  receiving  residential  treatment 
at  Doncaster  and  left  at  mid-summer  on  attaining  the  age  of  16. 

There  is  no  special  school  or  class  for  mentally  defective 
children  in  the  Borough. 


COOPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS  AND 
ATTENDANCE  OFFICER. 

The  interest  of  the  parents  in  the  routine  inspections 
especially  in  the  case  of  the  Infants  Departments  is  most  noticeable, 
and  the  attendance  of  parents  on  such  occasions  affords  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  the  giving  of  advice  on  matters  affecting  the  health 
of  the  child.  It  has  also  been  noticed  that  there  has  been  an 
increased  number  of  parents  attending  the  clinic  with  children  for 
advice. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  the  heartiest  co-operation  of  the 
teaching  staff  in  the  work  of  School  Medical  Inspection  ; and  when 
it  is  remembered  that  both  services  aim  at  the  welfare  of  the  child, 
it  will  be  seen  how  necessary  this  co-operation  is. 

The  closest  co-operation  between  this  Department  and  the 
School  Attendance  Officer  continues  to  exist  and  is  mutually 
helpful. 
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CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

The  Holiday  Home  at  Elwick  so  ably  carried  on  by  the 
Hartlepools  Crippled  Guild,  still  provides  a beneficial  change  for 
delicate  and  debilitated  children.  During  the  year  69  children  from 
Hartlepool  enjoyed  a fortnight’s  holiday  in  this  home,  and  the  good 
work  achieved  is  much  appreciated  by  the  parents  of  these  children 
who  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  there,  and  the  general  comment 
was,  that  it  was  a pity  that  they  could  not  have  stayed  longer  as  so 
much  improvement  had  taken  place  during  their  short  holiday  at 
Elwick.  This  is  a very  fine  testimony  of  the  excellent  work  that  is 
being  done  by  the  Home. 

The  closest  co-operation  continues  to  exist  between  Mr. 
Gentry,  the  Inspector  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  and  the  school  medical  department  to  the 
advantage  of  those  children  who  are  neglected  in  any  way. 


SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

There  is  one  Secondary  School  in  the  area,  but  this  is  under 
the  Durham  County  Council,  which  body  is  responsible  for  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  the  pupils  attending  there. 


SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

(1)  The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Frederic 
Street  Clinic  daily  from  9-30  to  12. 

(2)  The  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Baltic  Street  Clinic 
on  Fridays  from  9-30  to  Ji-30. 

(3)  The  Dental  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Baltic  Street  Clinic  on 
Mondays  from  9-30  to  1 1-30,  and  2-0  to  4-0,  on  Tuesdays  from  9-30 
to  1 1-30,  and  on  Thursdays  from  9-30  to  11-30. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  total  accommodation  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the 
Borough  at  the  end  of  1933  was  4770  and  of  this  number  3930 
children  were  entered  on  the  school  register.
